Unquestionably the  Polonus 
Philatelic Society of Chicago can 
feel pride in the part they played 
in securing this first day issue for 
Chicago. The Society has _ been 
active ever since the announce- 
ment of the stamp and this final 
word from Washington is the re- 
sult of their effort. 

Will this two city issue set a 
precedent that may bring requests 
and demands that stamps for the 
other nations be issued in other 
cities than Washington, A heap of 
trouble for cover collectors and 
dealers could be avoided if the 
Postoffice Department would im- 
mediately announce the order in 
which the other stamps will be 
issued and approximate dates so 
that if there is to be a last minute 
rush and demand from other ci- 
ties for recognition and first day 
issue, the matter might be cleared 
up at once instead of left until a 
last minute announcement. 

Too much of this kind of an- 
nouncement has cluttered up first 
day issues in the past and a frank 
statement from the Depariment 
as to intentions on the other ten 
stamps in this set might help 
solve that *problem now rather 
than a few days before the stamp 
is issued. 

Let’s have a little more 
operation and less secrecy. 

Following is the announcement 
as released at Washington on 
June Ist. 

First-day covers of the postage 
stamp commemorating Poland’s 
heroic resistance to the Nazis will 
be available at both Washington, 
D. C. and Chicago, [ll., on June 
22, 1943, Postmaster General 
Frank C. Walker announced to- 
day. 

The Chicago region probably 
contains the greatest percentage 
of Americans of Polish descent, 
and for that reason it was decided 
to have the first-day sale of the 
new stamp in that city as well as 
in Washington.

from Port Townsend, Washington, 
from which point it was used 
August 4, 1880, the earliest known 
date. It was later used at several 
other cities and it is believed that 
Neah, Washington also used the 
mule although definite informa- 
tion in this point is lacking. Later 
the mule was used at Susanville, 
Forbestown and Goleta in Calif- 
ornia. The Mules from these points 
are known as the Goleta Mule etc. 

The great interest in and de- 
mand for this cancellation has 
caused it to be forged and some 
of the forgeries are quite well 
known and easy of detection, per- 
haps the best known of these is 
the well known “pot belly” mule. 
One of the latest covers known 
is one of 1900 in the collection of 
August Dietz, confederate auth- 
ority. ; 





It was because of his great in- 
terest in, and search for Kicking 
Mule cancels for his collection 
that Mr. Cornell had prepared: a 
drawing of this mule and used 
it on his envelope as a corner card 
with an imitation of the Goleta 
Cancellation carrying his address. 
This interested collectors and 
when the big interest in Patriotic 
Covers became apparent Mr. Cor- 
nell had a single drawing pre- 
pared which showed Adolph Hit- 
ler on the receiving end of the 
mule heels and under which was 
the inscription “Heel” Hitler!! a

People Who Live In Glass Houses ... 

In the May issue of the Precancel Optimist, Mr, Gunesch is 
courting trouble for both himself and the precancel fraternity as a 
whole by permitting an editor to make remarks that had best be 
left unsaid in print. Dr. Hoskins, whom we presume wrote the ar- 
ticle, altho like himself, we find no name under it, 
makes a feeble effort to defend his misguided opin- 
ion of the 1%e St. Louis Precancel, imperforate 
vertically between. We presume that Dr. Hoskins 
thought up the word “diatribe” so that readers of 
his column would recognize just what he was writ- 
ing. 

Dr. Hoskins admits he knows little about the 
stamps in question, What he probably does know 
best is that he does not hold the corner on them 
nor does Mr, Gunesch, else they would be touted 
liberally. The stamps are unfortunate in that the 
original finders did almost everything one could 
think of to wreck their own market and their hold- 
ings. They offered the material in such a way that

it looked like there were an unlimited supply, when as a matter of 


fact, best information available tells onyone who wants to learn 
that the truth is just he opposie. Mr. Hoskins went so far as to state 
that the stamps were being offered around Chicago at $3.00°per 
block. This we consider a questionable statement and we immediate- 
ly offered to buy al] that could be sent us at such a price, We got 
none and did not expect to get any, altho the money is ready if the 
Dr. will produce, 

To belittle that which one does not have is a trick as old as stamp 
dealing or any other kind of dealing. 

We sometimes wonder if the good Doctor knows what he has 
been writing about for he quotes the paper in which the item ,about 
which he has been talking as being in Linn’s Weekly Stamp Review. 
Or is this just another way of heaping innuendo on a publisher to 
keep collectors who want to know, from finding out the real source 
of facts. 

Most recent reports are that Bureau Precancels imperf between 
have shown up in the %c Lansing, Mich., and the Glendale 1c is also 
reported found. Collectors may not find this information in the 
column by Dr. Hoskins because his boss may have none to sell. 

Anyone with sound common sense knows that there is a gamble 
in the purchase of any stamp of this nature for fate may turn up a 
larger supply at a later date in the future, but the chances are much 
in favor of the buyer as anyone should know, 

In the case of the St. Louis variety, it is entirely probable that 
this stamp will be offered cheaper within a short time. The possi- 
bility lies in the fact that the stamps have not sold readily as they 
should. This is probably due to the method in which they were first 
offered. It is entirely probable that the finder will get cold feet and 
choose to unload and get his money out with a much less profit than 
he fancied in the first place. If this happens, we will then see a 
scramble for the stamps by the wise collectors, and after a_ short 
period, the rise will start for the supply is definitely small and could 
not possibly satisfy everyone who wants a copy. 

Mr. Hoskins’ worst offense is an effort by a statement on his 
part to induce Government officials to investigate the source of these 
stamps. Mr, Hoskins “foolishly” says “Nor do we possess sufficient 

mathematical knowledge of the laws of chance and probability to 
figure out just exactly how many of these stamps found their way 
out of the St. Louis postoffice and into the hands of dealers. THE 
AUTHORITIES IN WASHINGTON MAY HAVE A DEEPER IN- 
TEREST IN THAT INFORMATION THAN WE HAVE RIGHT NOW.” 

Here you are Precancel collectors, the last addled remark of a 
brain, that groping for something hot to say when other words failed, 
brings up a question that no sane collector would ever think of 
speaking of in print. 

On the second page following the Doctors remarks we note a 
full two page advertisement in which a dealer offers what he calls 
a Show Piece. It happens to be a full sheet of 100 Kingsport Bureaus. 
You alj know that was one of the elusive ones, yet they were plen- 
tiful for all who wanted them and you and I both know that sheets 
of this stamp with full margins and plate numbers were not used to 
mail packages. If Dr, Hoskins wants Washington Officials to inves- 
tgate Bureau Precancel Collecting activities, most collectors would 
have to go without their weekly bath, for bath tubs would disappear 
from their homes as evidence that they were not among the guilty. 
Now much of he Bureau stuff offered by dealers is bathtubbed and 
if Washington Officials do not know the meaning of that term, 
they would have but little trouble in finding out. 

Our own opinion however is that Washington Officials should 
not and probably do not care about this practice. What the Officials 
are interested in is that precancels are sold only to permit holders 
and are used only by permit holders. Why they should care a tinkers 
darn whether the buyer of a atch of precancels eats, them, papers 
his wall with them or sells them to stamp collectors is probably one 
of the least of their worries, but at the same time, ii is darn poor 
business for a publisher of a Precancel publication to monkey with

In the main frame 
of the stamp, which is steel en- 
graved, there is depicted on the 
left the phoenix, a mythological 
bird symbolizing the renewal of 
life; and on the right, in a corres- 
ponding position, it shown a 
kneeling female figure portraying 
the breaking ef the’ shackles of 
oppression and enforced servitude. 
Both the phoenix and the kneeling 
figure are supported by pedestals. 
In each pedestal appears the de- 
nomination numeral “5” in white, 
The pedestals rest on a_ panel, 
which appears the word “Cents” 
in orthodox white-faced Roman. 
Immediately back of the wording 
the panel is of a darker shade 
fading out at each end. Across the 
top of the stamp appear the words, 
“United States Postage”, in white- 
faced Gothic, within a ruled panel 
with ornamental scroll ends. The 
entire frame of the main features 
is set in a purple background,, fad- 
ing in rays toward a Jight center 
in which appears the flag. Under- 
neath the flag, in red regular Go- 
thic lettering, appears the coun- 
try’s name, “Poland.” 

This is the first of a series of 
eleven new posiage stamps, to be 
issued at intervals, commemora- 
ting the continving resistance to 
the Axis by the peoples of the 
occupied countries ef Europe.

The menu for today’s festivit- 
ies includes several savory dishes 
of the unusual, and features the 
findings of several new chefs, as 
far as this famous hostelry is 
concerned. 


Our entree is composed of in- 
grediehts furnished by Jesse L. 
Bogard, a regular contributor to 
this column. The latest shipment 
from Mr. Bogard comprises the 
following: Two very nice gutter 
snipes on the 14%2c Martha Wash- 
ington and the 3c “Win the War’ 
issue. Another block of the “Win 
the War’ stamp shows what the 
finder judged to be plate cracks, 
but such was not the case. They 
are scratches or sharp cuts made 
by some foreign matter after the 
stamps had been printed. 


Our next course is served up 
by George B. Sloane, who is re- 
puted to know a little about mat- 
ters philatelic. He presents a strip 
of the 2c carmine, Presidential 
sidewise coil on double paper. 
This variety for some unknown 
reason is very scarce on a coil 
stamp. Besides the double paper 
which shows on three stamps, 
both ends are fastened with scotch 
tape, one on the face of the stamps, 
and the other on the back of the 
strip. However, Mr. Sloane 
claims that the Bureau of Printing 
is indifferent as to whether or not 
these items are discovered and 
destroyed before distribution, as 
long as the stamp presents a satis- 
factory appearance for postal ser- 
vice. I do not concur with this 
deduction. In my own collection 
I have several examples of double 
paper pieces which, having been 
spotted by postal inspectors, were 
stamped with their names, and 
earmarked for destruction. These 
varieties even after segregation 
have a penchant for walking off 
and appearing in philatelic chan- 
nels at a substantial increase in 
price.

ings of the late issues of bureau 
prints show that preponderance of 
the items are sheet stamps. Al- 
though it is true that actually 
most of the bureaus are sheet 
stamps yet the ratio is not that 
great. The reason dealers do not 
care to go in big for coils is the 
fact that their chances of unsale- 
able copies is so much greater 
that they don’t feel it worth the 
risk. As I have pointed out before 
a man can scan a sheet or several 
sheets for that matter in a few 
seconds and tell if it is good 
enough to use but to unwind a 
coil and inspect it is another mat- 
ter. Generally the price averages 
about a cent a stamp higher for 
coils than sheet stamps and right- 
ly so. There is no fun in peddling 
out the good copies from a coil 
to get your cost back and then 
have the bum copies left to try 
to make a profit with them.
